approbation odlccp, the disposal of which 
tbey intrust lo their presidents for public 
purposes, divided out as family property. 
Mr. Adams degraded Mmself infinitely by 
bis conduct on this subject, us Washington 
bas done himself Ibe greatest honor. 
Witli 


tiro such examples to proceed by, I 6hould 
be doubly incscusible to err. It is true that 
tais places the relations of the president in a 
worse situation than if he were a stranger 
but of public good,which cannot bo effected 
If its confidence be lost, requires this sacri- 
fice. Perhaps, too, it is compensated by shar- 
ing tho public esteem." 


This is undoubtedly the right view lo 


take of the ease.
